Group  statistics  for  the  seven  Districts  are  given  on  pages  7  to 
10  for  comparison  purposes „  Details  of  the  County  Services  available  in 
the  District  are  included  in  the  Report  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will 
prove  of  value o 

The  first  part  of  the  Report  deals  with  Staff,  Statistics,  Health 
Services  and  Infectious  Disease,  and  the  second  part  deals  with  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District,  Housing, and  Inspection  and  Supervision  of 
Foodo  A  separate  report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  not  given 
but  the  record  of  the  work  is  incorporated  and  I  am  very  grateful  to 
Mr,  Bettle  for  his  valued  contribution  towards  the  compilation  of  -this  Report, 

The  POPULATION  for  the  District,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  mid  1967  was  43,920,  an  increase  of  58 0  over  the  mid  1966  figure 0 

The  Population  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  for  mid  1967  was  189,000, 
an  increase  of  1,890  over  the  mid  1 966  figure 0 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  (number  of  births  per  1 ,000  population)  for 
the  District  in  1967  was  1404,  compared  with  15°02  in  the  previous  year« 

The  ADJUSTED  BIRTH  RATE  for  the  District  was  1^04,  compared  with  l6o07  in 
the  previous  yeara  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1967  was  17»2» 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  (number  of  deaths  per  1 ,000  population)  for 
the  District  in  1967  was  8*3,  compared  with  9»27  in  the  previous  year®

The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Vales  was  18.3*  A  table  showing  the  causes 
of  deaths  of  infants  in  the  Rural  District  is  given  on  page  11. 

The  NBO -NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
four  weeks)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  District  in  1967  was  7*9 »  compared 
with  9*22  in  the  previous  year.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  for  England 
and  Vales  was  12.3* 

The  EARLY  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  week)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  District  in  1967  was  7*9. 
compared  with  9 .22  in  the  previous  year. 

The  PERI -NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one  week 
combined)  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  for  the  Distriot  in  1967  was  19*0, 
compared  with  16,77  in  the  previous  year.  The  Peri -Natal  Mortality  Rate  for 
England  and  Vales  was  25*^* 

No  MATERNAL  DEATH  occurred  in  the  District  in  1967* 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH.  A  table  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  showing 
the  oauses  of  death  is  given  on  pages  9  and 10.  The  commonest  cause  of  death 
in  the  Rural  District  in  1967  was  Coronary  Disease  -  87  deaths,  an  increase 

of  12  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.

Deaths  from  Malignant  Neoplasm  of  Lung  or  Bronchus  during  the  year 
were  15  male  and  6  female,  and  a  table  showing  deaths  from  this  cause  for  the 
District  during  the  past  10  years  is  given  on  page  11. 

Deaths  occurring  from  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  numbered  5*  compared 
with  8  in  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from  all  other  accidents  totalled  2, 
compared  with  3  in  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Disease 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  in  the  District  is 
given  on  pages  12  and  13. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  1967*  In  spite  of  the  continued  absence 
of  these  diseases,  I  would  once  again  appeal  to  all  parents  to  accept  the 
facilities  offered  for  immunisation. 

,Mea8les  was  prevalent  during  the  year;  a  total  of  592  cases  were 
notified,  the  greatest  number  being  in  the  months  of  February  and  March, 

No  deaths  occurred. 
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Two  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  were  notified  -  in  one  case  the 
infection  was  contracted  overseas,  whilst  in  the  other  case  after 
exhaustive  investigation  no  source  of  infection  could  be  traced. 

An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  in  a  boarding  school  for 
boys.  In  all,  28  cases  were  notified  and  these  mainly  occurred  concurrently. 
There  were  no  secondary  cases  and,  although  the  school  also  had  day  pupils, 
no  case  was  reported  amongst  these. 

Tuberculosis 


During  1967  two  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  case  of 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified;  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
occurred.  In  1966  the  corresponding  figures  were  -  New  cases  1  two  Pulmonary 
and  two  Non-Pulmonary;  Deaths:  one  Pulmonary  and  one  Non-Pulmonary. 

A  table  showing  the  number  of  deaths  and  death  rates  from  Tuberculosis 
during  the  past  10  years  is  given  on  page  15. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 


On  pages  15  and  16  of  the  Report,  figures  kindly  supplied  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  are  given  showing  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated 
against  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox,  and  also  the  number  of  persons  immunised 
against  Diphtheria  with  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

Home  Safety 

Valuable  work  continued  to  be  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  Home 
Safety  Committee. 


In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Members,  Chief  Officers  and 
Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  the  Staff  of 
the  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  conscientious  work  during  the  year.

Domiciliary  Midwifery 

The  County  Council  arranges  for  the  free  attendance  of  midwives  upon 
patients  who  are  to  be  confined  at  home.  The  name  and  address  of  the 
appropriate  midwife  for  any  particular  district  is  usually  known  to  the 
patient’s  doctor,  but  can  be  obtained  from  the  District  Office  of  the  County 
Counbil. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

The  County  Council  provides  a  service  free  of  charge  for  the  attendance 
on  persons  whose  doctors  require  them  to  be  nursed  in  their  own  homes.  The 
nurse’s  attendance  is  normally  arranged  by  the  doctor,  but  the  name  and  address 
of  the  appropriate  nurse  for  any  particular  district  is  obtainable  from  the 
District  Office  of  the  County  Council. 

Domestic  Help  Service

owing  to  the  presence  of  a  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother, 
mentally  subnormal,  aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age,  but  only 
where  there  is  no  able-bodied  person  in  the  household  capable  of  carrying 
out  the  necessary  housfehbld  duties.

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Night  and  Evening  Service 


Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires. 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night.  In  some 
cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give  relief 
to  relatives. 

Family  Care  Service 

After  consultation  with  the  Children’s  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the 
absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or 

confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to 

families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of 

service  is  limited  to  three  months. 

Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent’s  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much 
below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The 
three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living 
of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the 
families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up  ,  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succe  -ded  by  a  follow-on  service 
for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental 
subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of  three 
months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the  youngest 
child  reaches  compulsory  school,  age.

The  unsatisfactory  sample  of  main  water  was  taken  at  a  farm.  After  the 
storage  tanks  were  cleaned,  subsequent  water  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

Approximately  15*5^9  properties  in  the  District  are  supplied  by  public 
water  mains,  207  have  a  piped  supply  other  than  mains,  and  31  are  supplied 
from  wells,  etc*  and  not  piped  to  the  dwellings . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  about  to  commence  on  schemes  to. provide 
main  water  to  two  estates  in  the  Westerham  and  Shoreham  areas  which  were 
previously  supplied  by  springs  and  rain  water . 

One  chlorination  plant  was  replaced  on  a  private  estate ,  and  cleansing 
was  carried  out  in  other  cases,  bringing  about  an  improvement  in  the  supply. 

One  house  which  was  previously  supplied  by  rain  water  was  connected 
to  the  main. 
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The  following  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  years- 

The  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company 

A  total  of  500  yards  of  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  within  the 
Company’s  Statutory  Area0 

The  Mid  Kent  Water  Company 

Routine  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  and  the  Company  now  supply 
1,362  properties  in  the  District , 

The  East  Surrey  Water  Company 

No  important  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  but 
work  continued  on  the  Bough  Beech  Reservoir  and  it  is  hoped  that  water  will 
be  available  for  supply  in  the  year  1 969/70. 

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board 

No  important  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in  that 
part  of  the  District  supplied  by  the  Board, 


Special  reports  have  been  received  from  the  Water  Companies  on  the 
plumbo-solvent  action  of  their  water  supply,  and  it  is  clear  from  these  that 
the  lead  content  of  the  waters  is  well  within  the  recognised  safety  limit 
of  lead  in  a  communal  drinking  water. 


2o  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Extensions  of  the  sewer  have  been  carried  out  in  Chafford  Lane, 
Fordcombe,  and  the  Knotley  Hall  (Leigh)  area,  resulting  in  28  properties  and 
one  caravan  site  with  80  caravans,  previously  served  by  cesspools,  being 
connected  to  main  drainage. 

Twenty-two  further  connections  were  made  to  the  Crockham  Hill  sewer, 
and  four  other  connections  were  made  from  properties  in  the  district,  to  the 
main.  The  cesspools  previously  serving  these  properties  were  abolished. 

Eleven  bucket  closets  were  disused,  they  having  been  replaced  by 
water-borne  systems. 
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Mr.  R.J.  Hills,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
undermentioned  information :- 

A  five  million  gallon  lagoon  was  constructed  at  the  Edenbridge  Sewage 
Treatment  Works  for  the  retention  of  surplus  storm  water  pending  treatment. 
Initially  the  lagoon  is  being  used  experimentally  for  the  storage  and  tertiary 
treatment  of  effluent.  The  existing  sludge  cold  digestion  lagoon  system 
was  extended  during  the  year. 

Improvements  to  treatment  facilities  were  made  at  Chiddingstone  Causeway 
and  further  work  will  be  carried  out  in  1968.  A  total  of  13*724  ft.  of  new 
public  sewers  were  laid  throughout  the  District  and  a  further  12,873  ft.  of 
private  sewers  were  laid  of  which  5*728  ft.  will  be  adopted  in  the  future. 

Arrangments  are  in  hand  for  improvements  to  sewers  at  Leigh,  Dunton  Green, 
Cowden  and  Fordcombe  , whilst  preliminary  investigations  are  being  carried  out 
at  Edenbridge  and  Weald. 


3.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A  further  Dennis  Paxit  compression  vehicle  was  brought  into  use  during 
the  year,  replacing  a  side-loading  vehicle. 

The  bulky  collection  service  continues  to  be  fully  employed  and  is  a 
service  which  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  locality.

A  satisfactory  standard  was  maintained  throughout  the  District,  and  any 
defects  found,  which  were  mainly  of  a  minor  character,  were  quickly  rectified. 
Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  of  all  food  premises  in  the  District. 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out  of  the  stalls  and  vehicles  operating 
from  both  within  and  without  the  District  and  a  satisfactory  standard  has  been 
maintained.  Ten  vehicles  operate  from  within  the  District,  the  goods  sold 
including  groceries,  fish  and  greengroceries.  A  number  of  vehicles  also 
operate  from  outside  the  area  and,  in  the  main,  these  dispense  ice  cream. 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  of  all  the  food  factories  in  the 
District,  and  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  has  been  maintained.

conversion  to  fertilisers,  etc.,  under  supervision. 

Considerable  time  is  spent  on  the  inspection  of  consignments  of  meat 
and  meat  products  at  food  factories,  both  for  the  home  market  and  for  export. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  amount  of  meat  condemned  has  increased  considerably. 
This  in  the  main  has  been  due  to  condemnation  of  parts  of  sizeable  consignments 
imported  into  the  country.  This  included  five  large  quantities  which  varied 
in  weight  between  13^  cwt.  and  28%  cwt.  The  cause  of  these  condemnations 
was  mould,  black  spot,  and  decomposition. 


9.  Food  Poisoning 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  The 
causative  organism  in  both  cases  was  Salmonella  Typhi-murium. 
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
